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Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks it appears that the 
allowance of claims 1-7, 10, 12-18, 36, and 37 are appropriate. 

The prior art of Ying, appears to provide a folding portable wireless communication 
device that comprises a cover that covers a keypad in a first position and exposes a keypad in a 
second position, and a planar antenna attached to the exterior of the cover and a housing where 
the planar antenna is coupled to a signal processing circuit rather than the cover which is 
transparent is folded around a back portion of said device and the cover acts as a stand for 
propping up said device at an angle on a surface, said housing including a scrolling means 
operational when the cover is in a first position and enables a user to performing a scrolling 
operation viewable on a display through the cover, and a planar antenna capactively coupled to 
the signal processing circuit such that the planar antenna is electromagnetically coupled to the 
signal processing circuit without being physically coupled to the signal processing circuit (Fig. 2, 
14; col. 2, lines 24-34; col. 3, lines 56-64; col. 4, line 24 - col. 5, line 40). Therefore, Ying does 
not meet the requirements of the claimed invention . 

Further, the teaching in Phillips discloses a planar antenna capactively coupled to the 
signal processing circuit such that the planar antenna is electromagnetically coupled to the signal 
processing circuit without being physically coupled to the signal processing circuit (col. 1, lines 
1-60; col. 2, lines 16-24; col. 3, line 15 - col. 4, line 60), but it would be contrary to the teaching 
in Phillips to modify Ying to disclose: 
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the cover which is transparent is folded around a back portion of said device and the cover acts 
as a stand for propping up said device at an angle on a surface and said housing including a 
scrolling means operational when the cover is in a first position and enables a user to performing 
a scrolling operation viewable on a display through the cover , since Phillips does not include 
these functional elements. After combining Ying with Phillips, the combination would still not 
be able to meet the limitations in claims 1 and 36.
